TV is a tool that society 
uses to keep you thinking ab¬ 
out money, cars, and sex. So 
just turn it off, or better 
yet, throw it out the fucking 
window and pick up a book 
There is no imagination in TV 
and it is often boring. At 
lea^fst in readi^ng, you get 
to imagine something going on 
or you get to think about 
what the author is saying. My 
own interests vary greatly. I 
like to read about everything 
from anarchism to fantasy, or 
anything else on any particu¬ 
lar day. Naturally, some of 
the books around are better 
than others, so I'll write a 
little about some that I have 
read and liked. 

Two books that I definitel 
• y think everybody should read 
are 1984 and Animal Farm , by 
, George Orwell. Both are exc¬ 
ellent examples of the abuse 
of power by authority and how 
much that abuse destroys the 
rights and freedom of the in¬ 
dividual person. If you want 
insight into the life of an 
anarchist agitator living in 
the years surrounding the 
turn of the century, you whou 
Id check out Living My Life , 
by Emma Goldman. It's a two- 
volume work, but it's really 
quite interesting and inform¬ 
ative if you can keep the pa¬ 
tience enough to get through 
it all. Another cool book 
about anarchism that I highly 
recommend is Anarchy in Action 
by Colin Ward. It takes real 
life examples and applies 
them to life in an anarchist 
society. Very practical and 
very educational. There are 
hundreds of good books about 
anarchism out there, but I 


can't' possibly list all of 
|the good ones here. So I 
suggest chekcing out a couple 
of different catalogs that 
sell books about anarchism & 
jother things too. One is the 
catalog from Left Bank Distri 
bution/4142 Brooklyn Ave. NE/ 
Seattle, WA 98105. I listed 
this in the last issue , but 
I still think you should look 
into*it. They have 56 pages 
filled with hundreds of books 
about anarchy and radical pol 
itics, so send a couple of 
bucks to s€e it. Another one 
with hundreds of books about 
extremely controversial sub - 
jects is available from LOOM- 
PANICS UNLIMITED/P.0. Box 
1197/Port Townsend, WA 98368 
for a cost of $5.00. Trust me 
though, your money will not 
be wasted; I'm sure that you 
will find something that int¬ 
erests you within the 254 pa¬ 
ges of the catalog. 

But sometimes politics get 
to be boring, and you just 
want to kick back and travel 
to another world. And if you 
don't have any LSD, then you 
can just read a book. One of 
my favorite series of books 
is the Draganlance series, by 
Margaret Weis and Tracy Hick¬ 
man. The main story is in 
the Chronicles Trilogy, as 
all the other books center a- 
round the characters presente 
d there. All the books can 
be read seperately though,but 
it's much more interesting to 
read them all in order. They 
are at times funny and at oth 
er times serious, so they are 
balanced out... On the darker 
side of the imagination are 
the writings of H.P. Lovecraft. 
It's horror, but not anything 
like Stephen King or Clive 
Barker, although it is still 
quite scary in some of the 
implications that it has. The 
stories required one hell of 
an imagination, and they will 
also give you the same thing. 

I highly recommend this stuff 
if you like to scare yourself. 


And there are other books 
jthat are both entertaining & 
meaningfulOne of my faves 
|in this category is William 
•Golding's Lord of the Flies . 
A great peice of literature 
w ith m essages about society 
politics, and psychology, am¬ 
ong other things. There's al 
so Dream World by Kent Winsl¬ 
ow. An excellent book about 
one man's struggle against 
the authority alwasys surroun 
ding him. This one might ev¬ 
en make you a little sad, but 
I still suggest that you find 
a copy and read it. I also 
like to read about witchcraft 
and demonology, but my attrac 
tion to that might just be 
that they're uneecepted topic 
s in this society. If that's 
your interest though, you sho 
ul check out college librarie 
s for decent books about it. 

This is just a small list 
of what I've read. My inter¬ 
ests are always changing and 
growing, and yours probably 
will too. The first place to 
check out is your library, be 
cause they will have at least 
something that will interest 
you. If you've got nothing 
else to do, jsut go wander a- 
round for awhile and you'll 
most likely finmd a book that 
will interest you. You shoul 
d also get the catalogs I've 
mentioned, because most libr¬ 
aries won't carry books about 
anarchy for some reason. I 
suppose they don't want you 
to really get educated. Book 
stores are also cool, but- its 
also nice to read stuff for 
free if you can. Oh yeah, if 
you're friendly enogh to come 
up to me and ask, you might 
even be able to borrow a few 
of my books...
